Dr. Charles \V. Eliot, President Emeritus of Harvard Univcr- 
fitj', Avas ninety years old yesterday, America paid tribute' lo this 
venerable nonogcnarian, old in years, but younu in spirit, who 
■was the outstanding figure in the educational advance of his gen- 
eration in the new world,- and whose record of accomplishments 
and length of years are seldom surpassed. 

Born in Boston, in 1834' bred in a Now England home, where 
high idealism and culture were prevailing factors, Eliot .entered 
Harvard at fifteen years of age, and graduated four years later with 
a class which subsequently became famous in intellectual pursuits. 
Fr^nJ654-58 he studied chcmistiy. at the same time tutoring in 
mamOTaucs. For the following five years he served as assistant 
professor of mathematics and chemistry. In 1 863 he went to 
Europe to study new fields in his favourite subjects. Returning 
two years later he became professor of chemistry in what is now 
kno^^^l as the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Not without 
hesitation on tlic part of the governors was Eliot elected Fresi 
dent of Harvard in 1869, for he was a disciple of a new type of 
higher education, more liberal, broader in application, and widely 
diverging from the accepted system of that time. During his forty 
years' ser^•ice as President of Harvard he was largely instrumental 
in bringing about whatever perfection the American system of 
university education may have to-day. On his retirement in 1909 
as head of that great institution, he was immediately made presi* 
dent emeritus, a post which is still held and dignified by him.; 

In this personality are some dominant forces which, to a greater 
or lesser degree, are part of the lives of all great men; unswerving 
love for the truth together v»ith two qualities — care for detail and 
loj-alty lo principles; a strong desire to minister lo the welfare not 
,o.DJy. , of his immediate relatives cmd associates, but of htimanity 
in ger;er&I: firm belief in the principle of liberty and a. constant 
stand for the side. of patriotism; boldness tempered vtith reason, and 
patience inexhaustible at all times. Speaking of Dr. Eliot, H. S. 
Pritchett, President of the Carnegie Foundation, said, "Those who 
have known him best in educational relations, value ae one of his 
greatest qualities the ability to differ with the opinions of his col- 
leagues without a trace of personal feeling; it is a rare quality even 
in great men." , ^'jaU^gS^gf^ 

To the efforts of President Eliot is largely due the elective 
system of; studies practised in tinivcrsities to-day. He contended 
that a college student has the right to freedom in choosing subjects, 
which are best suited to indixdduel tastes and inleresta. 

Dr. Eliot has spent his years in the best interests of humanity, 
,of culture, and for the building of a better civilization. At ninety 
he still retains a certain freshness, ^vigour, and optimistic spirit- 
probably because he has achieved the "durable satisfactions of 
Jife."

More money ha« been lost In Iho 
last few years by handwriting than 
rnonoy loat by theft. It ha» been 
I<nown where a e\x dollar draft wa.i 
changed Into a fourteen thousand, 
dollar draft and cashed. The great- 
est piece of fraudulent strategy waa 
executed by Charles Beclfer and hJs 
aMoclatcs a few years ago. . It wa» 
done with .t, great deal of meticulous 
care and a lient Ion. A check of twelve 
thouaand dollars wne changed to 
twenty two thousand and oven the 
1)e«t of experts were baffled in «!•• 
tcctl'nç the altoratlon. P.itches of 
paper resembling the sensitive paper 
ot the check, acid, printing machines 
wore all resorted to in the manipula- 
tion of the change. The criminals 
were caught however In the long run 
but only after a careful search. 

Graphology, Mr. Lomaz said, has 
not become perfected but It is a 
Bolonce today. There have been very 
many cases of rcsemblanco between 
tho handwriting and judcmant ot 
chaxacter thereupon. Xo doubt that 
liandwrltlng does indicate nnd char- 
acterlxe individuals and differentiates 
one from the other. It \m perhaps 
more logical to t>elievo that general 
cboracterlHttcs can be detected rather 
than particular ooes in the reading of 
ones handwriting. However there are 
graphotogi.ils that have done soma 
manterly worif and It romalna for the 
future lo perfect the study. , > 

.lust «H writing is a meann ot id- 
•ntitiefitlon so ot late in typewrilina. 
Criminals liava been under Uia liit< 
pression that a typing maolvine is a 
medium of protection. On the con- 
trary It has led to tholr donTifall more 
BO than writlnir by hand.

Faculty of \rts 

The taculty of Arts has been faced 
with a irravo drawback — namely In- 
sufficient prepaiatioii (?-|vpn to ptii- 
dents prior to entering McOill' The 
UnlverKty is not the place for begin- 
ners classes in Oennan or Greek, but 
poor facilities for preparation make 
the institution of these classes nrcca- 
.'■ary. The standard In Aliilhematlcs 
is also low for the same reason. The 
number of f.nllurcs ih January show 
thc Inadequate preparation. In addi- 
tion to this, the fir.«^; two yeaa-f of 
Arts are hopelessily overcrowded ow- 
inff to the fact that the faculties of 
Medicine. Dentistry and Law require 
two years in Arts prior to taking up 
the special course. But the .\ns courue 
Is now far more pcncral and wherea» 
before every graduate took up a pro- 
fessional caa-ecr, now a great propor- 
tion go into business, and nn Arts 
coiir.«e is considered necessary for 
more général p.nriF of life. 

Faculty of Law . 

The faculty of Law js alone among 
the faculties that it Is unable to say 
that even in theory its graduatCD ob- 
tain all the instruction neressary for 
thf prac'.icf of their profession. This 
i.ç the great difficulty with all Uni- 
versity Law Schools. There is little 
cha.iipc^.io^coiiie_tinder the In&trtjciion 
of trained practitioners, whereas .in 
li-.e LonJon Bar, facilities for this can^ 
be provided. . _ . .
